Jly nn nmmulment, passed hy the 
Inst leigslalure, the cost of educating 
high school pupilH attending union 
high school from outside points, in 
counties in which there is no county 
high school, is thrown 
upon the 
general taxpayer, 
instead of the 
parents of snoii 
children. 
This 
law affects Amador county. 
We 
have no county high school hern, but 
we have a union high school at lone. 
Pupils are attendIng that school from 
Jackson and other points outside of 
the limits of the high school district. 
Heretofore, the cost of tuition out­ 
side of the allowance by the state, 
has fallen upon the parents; they are 
charged so much per mouth hy the 
directors of tho high school, enough 
to pay the cost of their tuition, after 
deducting tho am ount drawn from 
the slate treasury. 
Now this pro 
rata, hy a change in the law, Is 
chargeable against tho property of 
the entire county. T hat is the super­ 
visors are required to levy a tax 
sufficient lo cuvor this cost, upon the 
eutire assessable property, including 
it would seom tho property within 
the uuiun high school distiict, as 
well as that outside. 
The couuty 
superintendent ot schools is waiting 
for the necessary 
data from the 
authorities of lone high school ho as 
to enable him to leconunend to the 
supervisors the am ount of tax that 
will be necessary for this purpose. 
Tho lax will he very small, as not, 
more than six oi seven pupils from 
the outside are attending the high 
school. 
Hut the tendency of this 
change will lie to increase tho attend­ 
ance from outside districts upon the 
valley high school. 
Not only this, 
but it will doubtless lend to a move- 
meut for tho establishment of a 
county high school. Property holders 
will ague that they might just as well 
be (axed for a county high school as 
a distiict high school.

T H E OUTCRY A G A IN S T A G G R E G A T E C A PIT A L 


It seems to be popular just now to denounce capitalists 
and wealthy corporations. 
It is hard to account for this 
villification, except on grounds that are untenable. 
P oli­ 
tics probably has more to do with it than anything else— a 
pandering to the masses of the voters. 
T h e socialist theory 
of government is merely an appeal to the self-interest of the 
masses. 
It offers them, in an equal division of the accumu­ 
lations of others—something over and above what they now 
have, and therefore is popular with the unthinking classes. 
But when men of conceded mental ability join in this outcry, 
it is not so easy to understand the logic of their position. 
Even ex-president Roosevelt, in a recent speech at a banquet 
in South Africa, is reported to have warned the white popu­ 
lation of that vast region to beware of the speculator and 
associated capitalists. 
The conditions 
presented in the 
Uuited States were unquestionably present in his 
mind 
when he made that statement. 
But we cannot see anything 
in the present or future of this nation of justify this intima­ 
tion— for it amounts to that— to exclude men of great wealth 
from obtaining a foothold in that vast continent which lies 
almost totally undeveloped and which probably offers greater 
inducements for the investment of capital to-day than other 
portions of the globe. 
W e cannot indorse that the United 
States furnish any solid ground for such discouragement of 
speculation. 
True, the colossal fortunes that have been 
piled up in this country within the past generation have been 
accompanied by abuses. 
That is almost inevitable. 
Every 
onward movement iu the world’s history lias led to some 
things not commendable. 
Still the general result is benefi­ 
cial. 
W here, it might be asked, would the United States be 
to-day were it notifor the tremendous im pulse to industry 
and trade imparted by the investment of associated capital 
in the development of its resources. 
T he abuses that have 
crept in by reason of its rapid advance in wealth are not 
worthy of mention by the side of the immense good that has 
been accomplished thereby. 
It is commendable to endeavor 
to correct the abuses of aggregate capital, but to condemn 
speculation and enterprise generally because of incidental 
abuses is not wise. 
T h is government, in the days when the 
country west of the M ississipi was comparatively a wilder­ 
ness, adopted a liberal policy to induce capital to start enter­ 
prises necessary to the development of its latent resources. 
And that policy proved eminently successful, even if it did 
help to create millionaires. And iu spite of all this tongue- 
lashing of associated wealth, the progress of these United 
States is as dependent today upon the big financial magnates 
as at any period in the past. 


The court holds that Ilarry K. Thaw, the slayer of Stan" 
ford W hite, is still dangerously insane, and that it would 
he unsafe to give him his liberty. 
He may he still subject 
to such attacks of frenzy that resulted in the sacrifice of 
White’s life, hut his testimony before the court, under the 
cross-examination of Jerome— one of the keenest lawyers iu 
the country— did not disclose any deficiency of mental power. 
A number of specialists declared him 
insane, and another 
set of medical men of equal prominence in their profession, 
pronounced him sane. 
W here the doctors differ, perhaps it 
was wisdom in the court to continue the statu quo, and 
keep T haw in the Mattewau asylum. 
T he public verdict is 
perhaps that iu being restrained of his liberty as a dangerous 
lunatic Thaw is getting off light enough. 
However, his 
wealthy family will no doubt continue the fight for his 
freedom.

detraction from bis reputation to admit that he is not a 
creator of new plants. 
Still by his industry and genius he 
lias accomplished a great deal, and his fame will endure, in 
spite of all the assaults of his detractors.

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Amador County 


Descriptive A rticle 


Amador county comprises an ft rea of 
■548 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novado mountains, 
and omoraces within Its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
In California. 
As climate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state In attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those In less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in th e settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
ent.iro Sierra Nevada range. T he sum 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs are rare, cy 
■clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin 
cipally for 
her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. 
The Konnedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
Indication that the pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to th e world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at th e rate of 
about two million dollars annually 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines.,‘operating on what 
is called the ‘‘mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines aggregate betweon 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish ora 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
Industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground th a t has actually been worked 
or prospeoted. 
The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m other lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities. —The agri 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. 
The valley lands 
will produce anything th a t can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. 
Furtheru pin the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, tho 
soil is admirubly adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m arket for 
many times the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin tho 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking arc- 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than the product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
< 'allfornia lands. Improved farms may 
lie secured for one-fourth the price 
current in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can bo had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
There is room for 
a largo addition to our agrtculural pop­ 
ulation. 
Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle runges might bo made the homos 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasion of less than 
12000. T hree fourths of this Is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
.Jackson, tho county seat, hus about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city ol the sixth class. 
O ther towns 
are S utter Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oleta. lone City is th e metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
Tho community is law abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, locatod at lone. 
Tho assessment roll for 1000 Is j5.-- 
800,793, and the tax rate for both state 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point the I one and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 11 miles further to the in inlug 
su c tio n . 
Tho various religious denomination-, 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
Tho power plant of th e Stundard 
Electric Cii—one of the largoit in the 
world—isloeated four miles from Juek 
sou.

Every one does not know that a 
wide divan Is made more comfortable 
by having nt its buck two lingo hard 
pillows that will support tho softor 
ones. It Is usual to heap tip n gront 
variety of these extra soft, ones on n 
large divan so that nny one sitting or 
reclining limy arrange them according 
to one's comfort. These are needed, It 
Is true, but they also need a support. 
Tho wall Is usually too far back from 
the front edge of the divan to serve. 
The two large pillows made of tho ma­ 
terial which covers the divan are not 
only comfortable, but artistic.

may. be stuffed with excelsior Into 
coarse muslin or ticking, then covered 
with the chosen fahdie. 
They look 
better with a heavy cord around the 
edging. If the end of the divan is 
against the wall as well as Its side a 
third pillow may be used to give an 
added framework to tho little pillows.

A matron who is fond of music and 
owns a handsome grand plnno says she 
keeps it In tune much longer and pre­ 
vents It from drying out with the In­ 
tense heat of her city house by grow­ 
ing plants in water in her drawing 
room. She raises Chinese lilies and 
hyacinths In glass bowls and Jars and 
usually has standing on the piano or 
near it a big rose jar or a large glass 
pitcher filled with n dozen or more 
vines of tradescantla growing in wa­ 
ter. This vine is better known as the 
“wandering .Tew” and thrives as well 
In water as In soil. It comes In the 
plain green and variegated leaves and 
is a charming addition to a room, as 
well as making the air more moist 
The vines root readily In water and 
need comparatively little light. About 
once a week the plants nre carefully 
removed and the Jar washed and filled 
with pure water. A small lump of 
charcoal In the water will keep Jt 
from getting impure.

WASHING OF CURTAINS. 


Wow to Clean the Laee Varietlee at 
Hom e a n d 8ave Money. 
Curtains sent out to the cleaners for 
washing cost n pretty penny that enn 
he saved as well as not by doing them 
nt home. Shnke and brush the cur­ 
tains to remove all dust. Make a good 
suds of white soap, cold water and a 
little lmrax. Lay the curtains In It and 
let stand for several hours or over­ 
night. If curtains blackened by a soft 
coal atmosphere nre put Into wnrtn 
water, as Is sometimes advised, they 
will ho grimy to the end of their days, 
no mntter what Is done afterward to 
blench and clear them. 
Change tko cold wnter once or twice 
during the sonklng process, working 
the curtains up and down In It nnd 
squeezing between the hands to get 
the dirt out. Now put Into clean wnrm 
suds with nmmonln or some of the 
washing fluid ndded nnd squeeze and 
sop until the curtains nre clean. Never 
wring 
curtains 
by 
hand. 
Simply 
squeeze, which does not stretch the 
mcsli, or lay on a strip of cloth and 
put carefully through tho wringer. 
Ulnsc In several waters to which n lit­ 
tle borax hns been added, then put 
through hot, moderately thick stnrch. 
If cream colored, add a little strong 
coffee. If you have a drying frame, 
nnd this Is a great convenience, set in 
the air and pin the curtains to it point 
by point, drying two or three curtains 
on the frame a t the snme time. If you 
hnvc no frames, lay clean sheets on 
the floor of an unused room and pin 
the curtains on It square nnd true, fas­ 
tening with a pin In each point, or if 
some must be skipped do so nt regular 
intervals. It Is n good Idea to attach 
in pairs, pinning the scallops of the 
two curtains together. 
To make starch for curtains take a 
large clean pan with no symptom of 
rust and put in ll a half cupful or more 
of starch, according to the number of 
curtains to be starched. Add cold w a­ 
ter to mix to the consistency of thin 
cream, then pour In boiling w ater 
from the tsakettle In a thin stream 
stirring constantly to avoid lumping. 
Add a teaspoonful of kerosene or stir 
with a sperm candle kept for this pur 
pose and cook until clear.

How to Mend Rubbers. 
Thin spots in rubbers or wading 
boots can be mended at home by ap­ 
plying a cement made from 5 cents’ 
worth of rubber dissolved In benzine 
or chloroform. Keep the bottle con­ 
taining the cement tightly corked. Wet 
first with benzine for un Inch or more 
around the hole and scrape until clean 
and a new surface Is exposed, then ap­ 
ply the rubber with a brush as quickly 
as possible that it may not harden.

STAINING OLD FLOORS. 


f!aw t« Make end Apply the Stain# 
With Little Trouble. 
Bn sure your floor Is clean liefore the 
stnln Is applied. 
If there should be 
paint spots on It, clean off with caustic 
potash, and 
If there are any large 
cracks fill them with putty. You can 
buy staining of all kinds at the hard­ 
ware stores and dilute it with turpen­ 
tine, as it is foo thick usually. 
If the 
floor is to lie nil walnut, do so with a 
cloth or brush. If you want to make 
your stain, buy a one pound can of 
burnt umber ground in oil. 
.Mix a 
nifllclent quantity of this with boiled 
linseed oil to color it without thicken­ 
ing the nil to notice It much. Try It on 
a small piece of wood till you get the 
color desired, and 111 this way you enn 
easily determine the quantity of timber 
to use. 
It should be a rich w alnut 
brov.-n. Kub this thoroughly Into your 
floor till I lie Ntaln ceases to come off. 
If the coloring Is not dark enough 
when dry, give nnnther coat. The Hoot 
now being stnlned. prepare for the 
next day’s waxing. Mix one gallon of 
turpentine w ith one pound of beeswax 
shaved thin. Soak the wax all night In 
the turpentine before using, then rub 
on with a woolen cloth. 
When the 
wood finally becomes well polished ap­ 
ply wax occasionally. 
A very easy stain Is made by putting 
burnt umber In alcohol to make it the 
proper consistency for easy application 
and applying ns above; then give a thin 
coat of shellac and when dry sandpn- 
per nicely and give a good flowing coat 
of common vam tsh. which will give It 
a splendid finish. 


How to Care For Lamps. 
So often people complain that their 
lamps give poor light. Perhaps they 
do not give them half the attention 
they require, yet If done regularly It 
takes hut a short ttme each day. In 
buying lamps select those In which the 
end of the burner fs elevated above 
the body (or tank) of the lamp. W atch 
your wicks closely and change them 
before they become short. Do not trim 
or cut wicks—it Is almost Imiiesslble If 
you do to get them straight—but scrape 
off the charred black crust w ith a 
piece of cardboard, and to avoid an 
odor of o'< w ash ami boll the burners 
every two weeks. 
Clean the glass 
chimneys as soon ns they begin to look 
cloudy. K eep your lamps well filled 
with the best kerosene oil obtainable 
nnd never attem pt to till a lighted 
lamp or to b u rn one when It Is nearly 
empty. Carrying lamps shonhl be of 
metal and have firm bandies, so if they 
are dropped they will not break o r ex­ 
plode. 
See th a t banging or bracket 
lamps are p u t up securely and never 
allow n lighted lamp to be In a current 
of air, as it will smoke If it does noth­ 
ing worse. I f burning oil should get on 
the floor or table smother the flames 
with a woolen blanket or rug. but not 
with cotton material. Cotton Ignites 
very quickly and Is dangerous In case 
of Are. Henie-mber never to throw w a­ 
ter on burning oil. Always keep the 
oil enn well corked and away from the 
range or any other heat or fire. 


How to Wash Blankets. 
When blankets are to be washed 
soap should be cut into small pieces 
and dissolved into a jelly. This should 
be added to warm water, enough to 
form a suds, and borax put in for sof: 
tening and purifying purposes. 
Into 
this the blankets should be entirely 
immersed nnd allowed to remain for 
half an hour. 
The water should not 
be allowed to get cold. After the blan­ 
kets are soaked through they should 
be soused up and down to release the 
dirt, then p u t through a wringer. A ft­ 
er this the blankets are put through a 
second suds prepared in the same way 
as the first. 
They are squeezed, but 
not rubbed. 
A board should not be 
used. and. above all. soap should never 
be rubbed directly on the blanket. This 
not only causes it to shrink, but the 
small hairs a re all matted by the soap, 
and the blanket loses its fluffy appear­ 
ance. They should be rinsed In w arm 
water with borax or ammonia added 
to keep them soft nnd dried on a day 
of sun and wind. 


How to Clean Velveteen Dresses. 
For the benefit of those who may 
wear velveteen dresses the method 
employed to clean either light or dark 
velveteen Is a very simple one. A la th ­ 
er of white soap is made. Into which 
the velveteen is dipped, then placed on 
a board or table end scrubbed the way 
of the pile w ith a clean nailbrush un­ 
til all the dirt has been removed, when 
It Is rinsed In clean cold water, but 
not squeezed or wrung, as It would 
spoil the pile. It is dried in th e air. 
and sometimes the back Is draw n over 
a hot Iron, b u t this Is not absolutely 
necessary. 


How to Save a Wet Book Cover. 
Should w a te r be spilled on the back 
of a valuable book bound In cloth do 
not attem pt to dry It with a cloth or 
place It near the heat. Instead absorb 
ns much of the moisture as possible 
with blotting paper nnd put the tiook 
over the back of a chair or rack so 
that the backs hang down. 
Set the 
chair where there Is a strong d ra ft of 
air that will dry quickly. 


How Clothes Can Have a Sweet Odor. 
If bunches of wild clover blossoms 
I'uund growing In the vacant lo ts In 
the city and along the roadside In the 
country are picked, put Into cheese­ 
cloth bags an d placed In clothes closets 
anil drawers, lovers of perfume will 
find tliut their clothes have a delicate, 
sweet odor. 
The blossoms can be 
changed each season. 


How to Freshen Black Gloves. 
A person who freshens her black kid 
gloves successfully says that she uses 
a few drops of good black Ink In some 
olive oil. T his she applies to the rough­ 
ened or w orn spots aud places the 
gloves In the sun to dry.

How to Handle Cold Storage rowis. 
Massachusetts’ state board of health 
has issued a bulletin on cold storage 
poultry, in w hich this advice Is given 
to housekeepers: "In order to avoid 
obtaining waterlogged and refrozen 
fowls the consum er should demand th e 
frozen bird an d thaw if himself, 
ir 
thawed quickly by immersion In a 
bucket of hot w a te r it may be eaten 
with impunity and with relish th e 
same day it is purchased, or if hung 
overnight at room temperature it m ay 
be ready for use the day following.” 


How to Remove a Scorch. 
When an article lias been scorched 
by a too hot iron the scorch may be 
removed in this manner: Dissolve in a 
basin in which there is a little w ate r 
as much borax as the water will con­ 
tain. Place th e basin on the stove to 
keep hot. Soak th e scorched portion in 
the borax w ater and then lay It in th e 
sun to bleach. 
Repeat as sooi) as It 
dries If the scorch lias not beeD r e ­ 
moved.

INJURY TO ANKLES. 


flow to Treat a 8praln by Simple 
Methods and Avoid Trouble. 
If possible, ns soon as an ankle Is 
sprained put It under water ns hot ns 
can be endurixl. alternating with cold 
water. The easiest way to tnnnage this 
Is In the till) u nder the hot nnd cold 
wnter spigot. 
This treatment often allays the swell­ 
ing and stops fu rth er trouble. 
It Is 
well to summon the- doctor at once In 
ease of a bad sprain. If he is long In 
arriving, bandage witli antiseptic band­ 
ages or with ndhoslve plaster. For the 
former wrap it aro u n d the ankle nnd 
the middle of the foot alternately In 
the form of ail eight. ( 'art the adhesive 
plaster In short strips ansi Interlace 
them from side to side <wt the sprain, 
pulling tightly to hold the fojnred parts 
fn place. 
Making n shoe of medlcaitrd clay fre­ 
quently reduces th e Inflammation. This 
should be renewed ns fast as it dries 
up. 
Rest the foot in a horizontal posi­ 
tion, or, better yet, have it higher thnn 
the hips. When the ligaments are torn 
and the ankle m ust be rested' #n a pil­ 
low. much of the strain will be- relieved 
by keeping the foot beyond the edge 
c*£ the- pfllow. which is doubled! wp un­ 
der the ankle. 
When a sprain Is bad. necessitating 
Inaction for a long time, the circula­ 
tion should be kept up by massaging 
frequently from the knees to- Hite- an ­ 
kle-, more particularly the calf off the 
leg. The massage movements should 
be upward. If this is kept up> trwmy 
times a day from the time of tile-acci­ 
dent, there will be no pain in walking, 
even after weeks of disused muscles. 
There- is apt to be weakness for 
months after a hard sprain. To> avoid 
further trouble one should wear ai sup­ 
port of some kind. 
This may be a 
woven stocking m ade of rubber-or-sfTk 
or a1 Heather anklet th at laces upi tb* 
front and slips over the heel. 


How to Pot Plants. 
Ne-wr or dry pots should be seaibdl In 
water before potting plants, so* as to 
fill the pores, or they will absorb 
moisture from the soil and dry out the 
roots. It is a good plan to protect pot­ 
ted plants with covers or set therm in­ 
side ©f a second pot to keep plants 
fromi drying out. 
The roots near- the 
sides of the pot are easily dried! in 
sun or draft. 
Covers or double pots 
shade them. 
Covers can be mnde of 
rice- matting and various other ma­ 
terial, or pot covers c-an lie purchased 
ready made. 
P lan t rooted cuttings in 
twoi and two and a half Inch pots and 
repot into larger sizes as the pots fill 
U3> with roots. 
Small plants should 
never be put into large pots, but ad­ 
vanced ns they gain size and strength. 
I f overpotted the soil becomes sod­ 
den before the 
plant grows largo 
enough to require room. 
lit grows 
slowly and often makes a complete 
failure. 
In repotting turn the- pot over, 
face down, placing tlie fingers across 
the top to hold the plant, and gently 
rap tljc edge of th e pot on the edge of 
the table or potting bench. The plant 
will slip out easily, nnd the roots may 
be examined aud plant slipped back in 
the pot or potted on. as desired. 
If 
the roots have reached the outside of 
the ball and formed a network around 
It the plant requires a larger pot. 


Hov/ to Cleanre Sponges. 
Soiled sponges can be quickly fresh­ 
ened by rubbing the juice of a lemon 
well into them , then rinsing several 
times, first In hot water and then in 
cold. An Occasional sun bath Is excel­
